At the point where the cars jumped 
the track the top of the trestle is near- 
ly @ feet high. ‘The first two cars wefe 
instantly submerged, but the third car 
of the train caught on an abutment and 
remained susvended. Is was this car 
from which nearly al! of the injured 
escaped. 

The news of the disaster was quickly 
telegraphed to At. jtic City and ip less 
than an hour thé work of rescue had 
been begun. At the time of the acci- 
dent the tide, which rises about 10 feet, 
was running in, and the work of the 
divers was necessarily slow. 

It was not until several hours later 


that the divers were able to make any 
progresw. Then the awful evidences of 
the disaster became muore apparent. 
When the two cars struck the bottom of 
the waterway they stood almost on end 
and the first man to descend reported 
that the vicims were packed in the iower 
ends of the submerged cars so tightly 
that it was difficult to move them. 
One by‘one the bodies were carried 
to a waiting train and laid side by side, 
later to be borne to this city and placed

Kiddy then credited Dr. Quimby with 
the discovery of the theory which was 
licking into shape as her own work. 
She also admitted that a large number 
of male students frequented her room. 
- Mrs. Harris, who was formerly a pub- 
lie school teacher in Lynn, says that 
her mother seriously called Mrs. Eddy 
to task for her irregularities, and that 
Mrs. Eddy excused herself on the 
ground that she was differently con- 
stituted from the generality of women. 
Mrs. Harris said that her mother re- 
quired Mrs. Patterson Glover (Eddy) to 
leave her house, being ue tate to per- 
mit her daughter to witne the ex- 
ample of the older woman. 

“f knew that Mrs. Eddy was addicted 
to morphine in the seventies, She begged 
me to get some for her. She sent her 
husband. Mr. Eddy, for some, and when 
he failed to get it, went herself and got 
it. She locked herself into her room and 
for two days excluded everyone. She 
was a slave to morphine. Mrs. Eddy 
was engaged to a number of her stu- 
dents at various times. She got all the 
money that a middle-aged student 
named Hutchings had. She said that 
she was going to marry him. When 
Hutchings saw that he had been swin- 
dled out of his all, he went away and 
died. 4 

Daring this period she was courted 
by Asa G. Eddy, who was at that time 
a sort of assistant to a woman who 








claimed to bea spirit medium. My hus- 
band went bail for Eddy when he was 
arrested upon a charge of conspiracy 
to murder upon complaint of Mr. Spot. 
ford. I knew Eddy. He was a laborer 
at the time Mrs. Eddy received him as 
a student.

McDonaugh, who is a Wabash freight 


clerk, was arrested upon the representa- 
tions of his mother-in-law, Mrs. Clara 
Illingworth of 1363 Downing street, Chi-

rs. Illinsworth says that McDon- 
augh married her daughter Jan. 8, last, 
and that her investigations since have 
revealed that he has another wife and a 
child. 

McDonaugh’s defense is general. His 
is ‘a case of too much mother-in-law,” 
he says. 

Mra. Illingworth, accompanied by De- 
tective McAuliffe, came to St. Louis 
from Chicago Saturday. After learning 
her daughter's address, she called on 
Chief Creecy Sunday and told him her 
story. 

She said that for the past eight 

months she has been investigating her 
s0n-in-law’s past, and that the charge 
of bigamy is based upon her discoveries. 
McDonaugh’'s first wife, she asserts, 
was formerly a Miss Marian Williams. 
Their marriage, she says, took place 
Sept. 3, 1903, and was performed by Rev. 
Culver Hartzen. The first wife, who 
has been living in poverty in Boston, 
has been brought to Chicago, Mrs. II- 
linsworth says, and is now living at her 
home on Downing street. 
-McDonaugh agserted his willingness 
to return to Chicago without requisition. 
“We'll be back in four days,’’ he says. 
*“ McDonaugh formerly lived in _ S8t. 
Louls. He said the only Marian Wil- 
liams he ever Knew boarded with him at 
2914 Laclede avenue when he formerly 
lived in St. Louis. 

He declared that before his marriage 
Jast January he was arrested and locked 
vp in Chicago on a charge preferred by 
his present mother-in-law, and was re- 
leased after three weeks’ imprisonment.

Pattee, living near Biggs, knew the 
negro, and said at the hospital that it 
was he who did the shooting. He was 
positive about this, and Biggs was ar- 
rested. Pattee’s companions were re- 
leased. 

Mrs. Mary Hall, a negress who lives 
1124 North Twenty-first street, and 
who was an eve-witness of the shoot- 
ing, told the police Patterson did _ it. 
Paiterson is a walking delegate for the 
negro Hodcarriers’ Union. He was at 
the Biggs house the morning of the 
shooting. 

When arrested Sunday night YVatter- 
s0n was taken to the City Hospital, and 
Patten positively identified him as ttie 
man who did the shooting, declaring 
his first identification was wrong. He 
denied, however, that he had purposely 
made a false identification in order to 
bring about the release of his compan- 
ions.

The city department, or local staff, of a big newspaper is the vital heart 
of that paper, the heart that furnishes its life and action and wpon which the 
Soundness and value of the paper's life mainly depends, and the characters of 
the inen who constitute this staff are a most important part of the solid foun- 
dation of. the whole great structure. !f they are honest and reliable and capable 
and alert—and so tremendously enthusiastic in their calling that they think of 
nothing else and are willing to make all sorts of sacrifices for their paper's 
Sake—well and good. If not, and especially if they are ‘nclined to poze anc

and incapable product, a sort of four-card flush, s0 to speak, not calling for 
the respect of the multitudes and not in any manner worthy of the big and 
dependable part which a great newspaper necessarily plays in the world of 
Which it is a working factor. 

1 knew that the story and action of Jesse Lynch Williams’ play revolved 
entirely around the local staff of a big American newspaper, I did not know 
if he. had got at the essence of the peculiar life which he essayed to depict, 
as I have already stated, nor did I know whether or not Harry Stone en- 
tertained the correct idea of how he should play the role of Billy Woods, star 
reporter. All I knew in advance was that a burlesque or exaggerated pre- 
sentment of the role was perilously easy and that there would be every 
temptation toward exaggeration, if not toward burlesque. 

But, by all that’s pleasing to every newspaper man 
craft—and every newspaper man worthy of his salt is so proud of it that he 
wouldn’t exchange it for any other—Harry Stone hadn't been on the Garrick 
stage two minutes before I saw that he had the true viewpoint on the essence 
of the Billy Woods role. Billy Woods is a typical newspaper man, absorbed 
in his work, consecrated to it by temperament, thinking of nothing else, idol- 
izing his own paper, fighting for it with the same loyalty that a good soldier 
feels in fighting for his flag. Foolish, perhaps, from the material stand- 
point, because the reward of such devotion and such loyalty always 
corkAmensurate, compared with the rewards of other professions, but true never- 
theless—and Harry Stone gets an insight into the meaning of the Billy Woods 
role and plays it along the logical lines thereafter made plain. He makes of 
| BUly Woods a knight errant of news, a young chap who will let nothing stand 
[between him and the news, who knows that the public is his client, depend- 
ing upon him for faithful and fearless service in the gathering and presenta- 
tion of the news, and, if I am not mistaken, he awakens the popular mind 
to a realization of the significance of such a figure and such a mission. He 
does it, too, with such unpretending modesty, such buoyancy of mood, such rel- 
ish in the simple performance of duty for duty’s sake, such disregard of the un- 
pleasant minor experiences, the occasional humiliations, the almost unfailing mis- 
conception on the part of the outside world, that, for the time being, he seems 
honestly a newspaper man of the right sort embodied behind the footlights. 
Which, I think, is a valuable object lesson for the general public to contem- 
‘plate, inasmuch as the Billy Woods type is in many respects new on the 
stage and it is to be desired that a faithful representation be made. I com- 
mend Billy Woods to your attention, therefore, as well worth while. 


Of course, there are some broad and sweeping strokes of the brush in the 
‘stage painting of such a character—not exaggeration, but that bold emphasis 
which just a little exceeds the limitations of real life. yet which is necessary 
to a footlight interpretation. Billy Woods and City Editor Stone and the other 
members of the big New York daily’s staff who figure in “The Stolen Story” 
are perhaps a trifle more pronounced jn their characteristics than would be the 
case in reality, but they “ring true’ in the main, and the genuine spirit of 
newspaper life is in them. They go about their work with the rush and fer- 
vor and unflagging interest necessary to its proper performance. They are 
loyal to one another and to their paper. They do certain “stunts” on the 
stage that are a little too marvelous to be entirely genuine, it may be, and 
some of the mechanical achievements, such as the miraculously brief mo- 
ment between the time of a newspaper going to press and the instant when a 
boy with his arms full of the printed sheets rushes upon the stage, are incrad- 
ible, and all of them become just a wee bit too excited itn the whirlwind 
fourth act, but, for all that, they’ve drawn their picture from a good work- 
ing model and they’ve drawn it with honest regard for truthfulness. I should 
y that in the third act, when a whole bunch of young newspaper chaps are 
trying to get at the inside truth of the Gen. Cunningham-Tammany deal on 
the Cunningham bill, inviding the corridors of the Metropolitan Opera House 
b to reach their sources of information, there's somewhat too much unnecessary 
lhand melodramatic detective work attempted, but maybe this heightens. and 
Feotensitien the interest of the play. Anyway, it’s only a minor fault, not by 
‘any means spoiling the general truth of the presentation. 
- When I saw that a pretty faithful representation of newspaper life was be- 
‘Ing given on the Garrick stage, it then worried me a little as to whether or 
not this representation would be interesting and understandable to the gen- 
1 public, ignorant of the workings of a newspaper office.
